A meeting in Madrid on November 12 will consider a 
plan that would give Australia a double chance of reaching 
the 1982 World Cup finals in Spain. 


The plan, formulated by FIFA president Joao Havelange, is to increase the 
number of finalists from 16 to 20 or 24. 


It will be discussed at the 
FIFA executive committee 
meeting. 

Australia would qualify 
for a 24-team competition 
as the winner of either the 
Asian qualifying tourna- 
mont or of a supplemen- 
tary competition. 

This competition would be 
between 12 teams: four from 
Europe, two from Asia, two 
from Africa, two from Con- 
cacaf, one from South Amer- 
ica and one from Oceania. 

They would be split into 
three groups of four each, 
with the top two teams from 
each group qualifying for the 
finals in Spain. : 

The first 18 qualifiers, 
under Havelange’s plan, 
would be Spain, the organ- 
ising country, Cup holder Ar- 
gentina, 10 teams from Eu- 
rope, three from South Amer- 
ica, one from Asia, one from 
Africa and one from Concacaf 
{north, Central America and 
the Caribbean). 

However, Havelange 
stresses that it will be up to 
Spain to decide whether it 
wishes to have an enlarged 
finals tournament. 


The FIFA executive com- 
mittee, which meets in 
Madrid on November 12, will 
nominate the organising 
committee for the 1982 
World Cup. 

After listening to the opin- 
ions and wishes of Spain, the 
committee will decide wheth- 
er 16, 20 or 24 teams will 
contest the finals. 


FLFA press relations officer 
Rene Courte said the propos- 
ed new formula was aimed at 
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Brisbane City will 
defend the Philips 
Cup in the final 
against Adelaide City 
at Perry Park on Sun- 
day.

Evans gives ‘Der. 
Bomber’ a lesson 


By KYLE PATTERSON 


Very few players can boast they've flattened one of the most powerful soccer =: 
teams in the world single-handedly, or been valued at 100,000 English pounds on = 
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the soccer transfer market when just 17. 
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Alun Evans of South Melbourne can claim that record, but you'd never hear 
the former England under 23 international singing his own praises. 


in fact, Evans is happy to 
be in the relative obscurity of 
Australian soccer as he 
makes one of his many stops: 
along soccer's highway, 

“Have boots will travel” 
has been the motto of Evans 
all his working life — some 13 
years in professional soccer. 

But for Evans it has been 
the involvement with the 
game he loves, not so much 
the success and adulation 
along the way. 

Evans. joined South Mel- 
bourne midway through the 
recently-concluded 1978 PSL 
season from English Third 
Division club Walsall. 


The $15,000 South Mel 


clubs have invested to 
have Evans piny for them. 

But then again, transfer 
fees don’t mean much to 
Evans, apart from his own 
monetary interest. 

“Soccer's a cracker of 2 ga- 
me, said Evans. “lve had 
plenty of low spots but they 
just make the high spos that 
much better. 

“| was in the doldrums 
before | came to Australia, 
but at the moment every- 
thing’s great. When the sun 
comes out it will ba even bet- 
ter. 

“My contract with South 
Melbourne runs until 1980 
but after that | don’t know 
what rl do. | take life as it 
comes.” 

The highest of Evans’ high 
spots came in 1973. The 
scene was Anfield, the home 
ground of famous English 
First division club Liverpool. 

Liverpool's opponent was 
Bayern Munich of West 
Germany, a team packed with 
great players such as Franz 
Beckenbauer, Gerd “Der 
Bomber’ Mueller and 
Sepp Maier. 

But in 90 minutes of 


‘ play, the famous Bayern 


Munich, three times the 
winner of the European 
Cup, was brought to its 
knees by Evans. The 
young striker slammed 
home a hat-trick as Liver- 
pool triumphed 3-0 in the 
European Cup tie. 

It was Liverpool which had 
ensured Evans’ name went 


: down in history even before 


he'd kicked a ball for the club. 
The Merseyside team forked 
out 100,000 pounds for 
Evans when he- was 17, 
making him the first teenager 
to be transferred for ‘a six- 
figure aamount in British 
football. 


He originally was’ with 


* Wolverhampton Wanderers. 


After this fantastic start In 
top soccer, one would think 


: Evans would be disappointed 


that he ended up in the Third 


‘ division by the time he was 


25. 
However, if he doas feel let 


: down, he doesn’t show it. He 


realises pro soccer is ex- 
tremely unpredicatable but 


. it's his job and he doesn't see 
» any use in dwelling on the 


past. 

“| enjoyed my stay at every 
club | went to, “he said, ‘and 
the different challenges each 
gave me. I've never thought 
much about my record trans- 
fer fee, because to me playing 
football was the important 
thing.” 

Evans’ career in profes- 
sional soccer began at the 
age of 15. After leaving 
he joined Wolves 


First Division, as an appren- 
tice professional. 

“As long back as | can re- 
member, “he said, “l wanted 
to be a pro footballer. | didn’t 
ever consider any type of job, 
except as a soccer player. 

“In England, every young 
lad is trying to get into the pro 
* Franks. In Australia the kids 
* are dead-interested in soccer 


as well. That surprised me a 
bjt but it shows soccer: has a 
big future here.” 

Evans made a rapid rise 
through the Wolves youth 
and reserve teams and found 
himself in the hurly-burly of 
the First Division at the age of 
17. 

Dave Maclaren, who's 
now manager of South Mel- 
bourne, and the man who 
brought Alun out to Austra- 
lia, was also at Wolves, 

“Dave was a goalkeeper, “ 
explained Evans, “but when I 
joined the club he was con- 
centrating on coaching the 
youth team.” 

Evans played 20 games In 
the Wolves team, scoring four 
goals, before his historic 
transfer in September 1968. 

Evans joined Lverpool, and 
came under the guidance of 
Bil! Shankly, one of the 
greatest managers in English 
Football. 

“Shankly was a great mo- 
tivator, “said Alun, “although 
| hate using that word to des- 
cribe a coach. He would 
abuse players at times, but 
leter would tell them they're 
the best in the world. 


“Whatever his trick 
was, it worked. When a 
player wore a Liverpool 
shirt, it was like pulling on 
the shirt of his country. 
You were made to feel 
very proud when you were 
in the red of Liverpool.’’ 

Evans made 77 appear- 
ances for Liverpool, scoring 
21 goals in the process. 

Apart from the glory of his 
European Cup hat trick 
against Bayern Munich, 
Evans won an F.A. Cup run- 
ners-up medal in 1971 when 
Liverpool was beaten 2-1 
in the final by Arsenal. 

Unfortunately for Evans, he 
and Liverpool were to part 
company not long after. 

Alun was dropped from the 
Liverpool team, and reacted 
by asking for a transfer. 

“Looking back” he said, 
"! over-reacted. If | had 
used my head | still might 
have been with Liverpool 
today. 

“Liverpool is, without a 
doubt, the greatest club in 
Britain, and one of the top 
teams in the world. 

Evans may rue his decision 
to leave Liverpool but at the 
time everything looked rosy 
for the future. 

Aston Villa signed Evans 
for 75,000 pounds. 

But, as it turned out, Evans’ 
career took a slight deviation 
from the high he'd been on 
for so long. 

In three years with Aston 
Villa, he managed only 11 
goals in 53 appearances. 
However, his stay with the 
club was productive in a team 
sense, as Aston Villa won the 
1975 League Cup, beating 
Norwich City 1-0 in the final. 

Later in 1975, Walsall, an 
English Third Division club 
which plays in the same city 
— Birmingham — as Aston 
Villa, made an offer for Evans. 

He transferred for 3,000 


pounds. 
“Walsall was a good move 
for me, “said Evans. “| was 


brought up in the Midlands 
and so staying in the area 
suited me. 

“The 3,000 pounds trans- 
fer fee was nothing really, 
Some players in England 
want to transfer for as high an 
amount as possible because 
they get a 5% cut. But | liked 
the. look of Walsall and the 
club offered me good terms 
into the bargain.” 

So Evans, who has six Eng- 
tand under 23 caps to his 
name, slipped into the Third 
Division. 

But, at the start of the 
1978-79 English season, 
Evans and Walsall had a dis- 
pute. The striker wanted a 
better contract but Walsall 
held out.

Generally, in modern 
soccer, attack is often 
launched with only two 
front strikers and because 
of that, the midfield isst- 
rengthened. 

| think that against two 
front strikers | need only 
two defensive players plus 
a libero. 

To counter-balance the 
opposition’s midfield | thus 
strengthen my _ midfield 
even more. 

in my midfield, | put one 
or two men who can play 
offensively and construc- 
tively to give me a positive 
advantage. 


The libero in the oppo- 
nents’ defence has to be 
kept busy, mainly by the 
centre forward, so that 
he can’t become offensi- 
ve. 

Our front strikers have to 
occupy the full width of the 
field constantly. This way 
the opponents’ full backs 
are kept back and on the 
sidelines and a wide avenue 
to goal is created for us. 

The wing players have to 
present themselves as wide 
as possible; their shoes 
have to be white from the 
chalk of the sidelines.

In the European Cup, England's 
Liverpool, winners for the last two 
years, was eliminated together 
with the team thay beat in last 
season's final — Bruges of Bel- 
gium. 

Liverpoo! hurled everything at 
English rivals Nottingham Forest 
in a brave attempt to pull back a 
2-0 first leg deficit and hang on to 
Europe's top club prize. 

More than 50,000 desperate 
Liverpool fans roared the red-shir- 
ted champions. forward but For- 
est, with England international 
goalkeeper Peter Shilton su- 
preme, weathered the storm to 
grab a well deserved goaless 
draw for a 2-0 aggregate victory. 

Time after time Liverpool raced 
into the attack with Scottish inter- 
national Kenny Dalgish and 
England’s Ray Kennedy having 
fierce shots hooked clear in the 
first half. 

It seemed the Forest defence 
must crack in the face of almost 
non-stop pressure, but thay held 
on superbly for a shock win. 

Bruges, leading 2-1 after the 
first leg in Belgium, stumped 3-1 
away to Poland’s Wisla Krakow 
who scored the winning goal 
seconds from time through 
Janusz Krupinski in a thrilling 
match. The earlier goals had come 
from Kmiecik and Lipka. 

Wisia will tour Australia in 
January. 

It was a day of frantic activity 
with more than 100 clubs battling 
for glory in the European Cup, Cup 
Winners’ Cup and UEFA Cup. 

Bruges and Liverpool were not 
the only top teams to suffer hu- 
miliating first-round defeats. 

Italian champions Juventus, 
who reached last season’s semi- 
finals, crumbled against Scot- 
land's Glasgow Rangers. 

The Italians had struggied to a 
1-0 home win in Turin two weeks 
ago and Alex Macdonald lev- 
elled the score after 18 minutes in 
the second leg. 

Veteran Italian International 
goalkeeper Dino Zoff kept Ju- 
ventus in the game with a series 
of superb saves, but Rangers 
snatched the vital second goal in 
the E9th minute when Gordon 
Smith brilliantly headed home a 
Bobby Russell free-kick. 

Holland's PSV Eindhoven, 
smarting from a 2-1 first leg 
defeat in Turkey against Fener- 
bahce, creshed in six goals for a 
7-3 aggregate win, Van Der 


Schkodra 4-3 on aggregate in the 
European Cup despite trailing 2-0 
after the first leg. Robert Sara 
was among Austria's scorers. 

Real Madrid, six times winners 
of the European Cup, turned on 
the style in Luxambourg to beat 
Progress Niedercorn 7-0 for a 12- 
O aggregate victory. 

But there was no joy for French 
champions Monaco. They did all 
the hard work two weeks ago by 
holding Malmoe to a goalless 
draw in Sweden, but slumped to 
1-0 defeat in front of their home 
fans, Kinvall slotting home the 
decisive Malmoe goal. 

Other clubs to qualify for the 
second round of the European 
Cup included Zborjovka Bmo of 
Czechoslovakia, West Germany's 
Cologne, Grasshoppers Zurich of 
Switzerland, Dinamo Kiev of the 
Soviet Union and Ireland's Bohe- 
mians. 

Belgium's Anderlecht, holders 
of the Cup Winners’ Cup, had the 
luxury of the first-round bye while 
their rivals struggled to join them 
in the last 16. 

Their main challengers for the 
trophy look to be Spain's Barcelc- 
na, who beat Shakhtor Donetsk of 
the Soviety Union 4-1 on ag- 
gregate, and Italy's Inter Milan 
who disposed of Malta's Floriana 
8-1 over the two legs. 

It was an unhappy night for 
italian Clubs in the UEFA Cup. 

Lanerossi Vincenza lost 2-1 on 
aggregate to Czechoslovakia's 
Dukla Prague, Torino were beaten 
3-1 by Spain's Sporting Gijon 
over two matches, and Napoli lost 
3-1 on aggregate to Dinamo Thi- 
lisi of the Soviety Union. 

Italy's only consolation came 
from Ac Milan who squeezed 
through on penalties against 
Czechoslovakia’s Lokomotiv Kosi- 
ce. 

It was also a gloomy evening 
for Panathinaikos of Greece, who 
in 1971 reached the final of the 
European Cup. They were shown 
no mercy by Arges Pitesti of Ro- 
mania in their first round UEFA 
Cup game, losing 5-1. 

But the strength in depth of 
West German and English soccer 
was clearly demonstrated with all 
their teams reaching the last 32 
of the UEFA Cup — MSV Duis- 
berg, Herthe Berlin, Borussia 
Moenchengladbach and VFB 
Stuttgart for West Germany and 
Arsenal, West Bromwich Albion, 
Manchester City and Everton for 
England.

for death of fan 


LONDON, — Thousands of 
leaflets have been distributed 
at Mitwall football ground here 
calling for violent revenge 
against West Ham soccer fans 
next Saturday. 

The leaflets carried a photo- 
graph of fan “Lee” Pratt, a Mil- 
twall fan who was killed when he 
fall under an express train as fans 
of the two sides fought after a 
match in September, 1976. 

A verdict of accidental death 
was recorded at his inquest. 

Police say they are taking very 
seriously the leaflets which were 
distributed at Millwall’s ground, 
The Den, and in the New Cross 
and Old Kent Road areas of South 
London. 


The leaflets read: “We have not 
forgotten you, West Ham, For two 
years we have built up hatred 
towards the West Ham Bastards, 
some of whom were responsible 
for the murder of Lea. 

“This is no ordinary ruck (dispu- 
te). They killed a Millwall fan. 
Everyone we ‘do’ is for Les.” 

In a separate incident, a soccer 
fan was rushed to hospital at 
Manchester with a dart stuck in 
the top of his head. 

Manchester City supporter 
Hamrick Bryan 22, said he felt a 
stab of pain just after Manchester 
United had scored at Old Trafford.

Osvaldo Ardiles and Ricardo 
Villa had just helped Argentina, 
the host nation, to a celebrated 
triumph in the Worid Cup. 

While millions were still droo- 
ling over their talents, Tottenham 
manager Keith Burkinshaw 
jumped on a plane to Buenos 
Aires, hired an interpreter and 
signed the pair on three-year con- 
tracts. 

The interpreter may have been 
superfluous. It is amazing how 
money can help break down the 
language barrier. The move was 
halled as a dazzling coup that 
would make the North London 
club the focal point of Sritish soc- 
cer. : 

The back-slapping acclaim that 
accompanied the signings has 
now died down. The new English 
season is only eight matches old; 
but the wisdom of this extra- 
vagant venture is being severely 
questioned, 

Spurs afte reelising that trying 
to -buy instant success in. sport is 
not the same thing as buying in- 
stant coffee at the supermarket. 

And Ardiles and Villa, the two 
Latin stars who were meant to ba 
the centre of the whirlwind, are 
finding out the hard way Eng- 
land's First Division Is the tough- 
est jeague in the world. 

Spurs are hovering at the 
bottom end of the table. 

Their defensive record Is the 
worst In the league. 

Things came to a head a few 
weeks ago at Anfield, when Eu- 
ropean champions Liverpool whi- 


tewashed Tottenham 7-0. 

Ardiles, the little midfielder 
who had set Argentina alight in 
the Worid Cup, and Villa, his tal- 
ler, bulkier and more handsome 
campatriot, were submerged in 
the general helplessness as Liver- 
pool ran riot. 

‘Million pound massacre!” 
screamed the headlines. “Where 
is that Latin touch?” the news- 
papers asked 

For Ardilas, the experience of 
being involved in a 7-0 defeat, a 
little more than two months after 
receiving a World Cup winner's 
medal, was like Mario Andretti 
being beaten at the traffic lights 
on his way home from Monza, ac- 
cording to ons commentator. 

The reality of harsher British 
conditions was quickly dawning 
on them. It would-be wrong to ap- 
portion much, if any, of the blame 
on Ardites and Villa. Their special 
brand of magic is plain for all to 
see. But two swallows don’t make 
a summer. 

One critic suggested the 750,- 
000 sterling (1.275 million Aust. 
dollars) might have been spent on 
defenders. Another likened the 
signing of the two 25-year-olds to 
giving Spurs a “glossy paint job 
while the body work rusts”. 

The mood these days at White 
Hart Lane, Tottenham’s home 
ground, has dampened consid- 
erably since a wave of euphoria 
greeted the Argentian pair. 

The intial reaction of the fans 
was best summed up by the new 
season's first piece of graffiti, “Ar- 
diles is God", proclaimed the 


the best club in the country. Even 
by Tottenham's standards, this 
must be one of the biggest things 
in the club’s history’. 

The supporters, who had besn 
Waiting with baited breath to see 
Ardiles and Villa in action for their 
new club, were far from dis- 
appointed with their first outing. 

Villa scored a goal and Ardiles 
pulled the strings of a creditable 
away draw with = reigning 
champions Nottingham Forest. 

“The trains were full. The 
Motorway was jammed, “‘en- 
thused Spurs secretary Geoff 
Jonas. “It was back to the good 
old days, the feeling we had trav- 
elling with a great team to a big 
match.” 

Spurs drifted in from 25-1 to 
16-1 for the title, and at last the 
stage was set for their first horne 
game. 

White Hart Lane swelled with a 
near capacity crowd. Half of Lon- 
don’s telephone directories must 
have been tor up as the fans 
gave Ardiles and Ville a ticker- 
tape welcome reminiscent of the 
paper storms at Argentina's River 
Plate Stadium In June. 

But what a disaster it proved to 
be. Visltors Aston Villa stifled Ar- 
diles’ delicate craft with rigid 
marking and inflicted a humilating 
4-1 defeat on the home team. 
Worse was to come. 

A 2-2 draw with fallow Londo- 
ners Chelsea was followad by the 
7-O massacre at Liverpool. Then 
came another high voltage shock 
when Spurs were sent packing In 


After the Aston Villa debacle he 
said he thought his two foreigners 
were ‘a bit surprised” by the 
quick tackling and hard running of 
typical English football, adding “It 
is possibly something they 
haven't coma up against before.” 

A week later ha spoke of them 
having “short term problems”, 
Saying: 

“There is no doubt about their 
ability but they may take time to 
adjust.” 

But Burkinshaw remains firmly 
committed. “People told me it 
was the biggest mistake of my life 
buying them. But they are so ob- 
viously wrong. You can see clearly 
they are tremendous players and 
are going to be great assets.” 

Qne group not wholly an- 
thusiastic about the Argentinians’ 
switch to England was the Profes- 
sional Footballers. Association 
(PFA), the players trade union. 

The PFA made a point of asking 
the Department of Employment to 
satisty itself that Tottenham did 
try to sign players of similar quali- 
ty from England. 

Gordon Taylor, A PFA execu- 
tive committes member, said: “If 
the trickle of foreign players 
becomes a flow it would be detri- 
mental to our members. Whatever 
way you look at it, there could al- 
ready be two English players out 
of a job at Spurs. 

It is a similar objection from tha 
union that is_presently holding up 

the transfer of yet another Ar- 
gentinian World Cup star, full 
back Alberto Tarantini, to Bir- 


Britain's Sports Minister Denis 
Howell said recently: “What we 
have to establish is some kind of 
principle. There is no guarantee 
that players from outside the 
common market will get work 
permits.” 

England soccer manager Ron 
Greenwood commented: “A 
handful of foreign players aren't 
going to changa the face of British 
football, but it is a refreshing thing 
and the public are right to wel- 
come it.” 

Ricardo Villa was quoted as 
saying: “| think professional 
players should play anywhere. 
The world is our pitch. If the price 
is right we will accept the chal- 
lenge.” 


Meanwhile, Villa and Ardiles 


“ cantinue their initiation into the 


English game. Three matches ago 
Villa was replaced in the second 
half at Leeds. - 

Both men are living and lear- 
ning. Ardiles, certainly, is ‘earning 
his Spurs", and attracting much 
praise. 

Off the field, Tottenham has ar- 
ranged for both players to take 
private tuition in English. The 
cynics are wondering whether the 
word “relegation” has baen in- 
troduced Into their vocabulary. 

It is early days yet to assess 
their full impact here, but so long 
as Spurs continue to struggle, the 
Doubting Thomases are having a 
fiald day. 

The present mood seens to be: 
“Don't cry for us, Argentina — 
yet.” ]
